The new assault does not attack 
the 
amendment 
or 
the 
Volstead 
law as invalid but places the claim 
that no provision of either meas­ 
ure will apply to whiskey deposited 
in government 
warehouses by the 
direction of the government either 
measure 
was 
passed, 
where 
the 
owner deposited the liquors on con­ 
tract to have them returned when 
the government tax was paid. 
The principal new 
point 
raised 
is the claim of the complainants 
that the provisions of the consti­ 
tution 
against 
manufacturers 
re­ 
fers to that 
manufactured 
before 
and not after the passage of the 
amendment; 
that the provision of 
the amendment against the use of 
liquors for beverages refers to the 
selling of spirits allowed by law 
to be used 
for medical, mechan­ 
ical, and 
industrial purposes and 
the Vofstead law provision applies 
only to 
those attempting 
to 
use 
as beverages the liquor permitted 
to 
manufacturers 
for 
medical, 
mechanical and industrial purposes. 
The complainants, who state that 
they 
have 
no desire to use the 
goods for beverage purposes, asked 
a mandatory injunction compelling 
the collectors to order the govern­ 
ment 
warehouses 
to 
deliver 
the 
property 
to 
the 
holders 
of 
cer­ 
tificates and enjoining the national 
and 
state 
officers 
from 
interfer­ 
ing after they have taken possess­ 
ion. 
Lewis said they had no desire 
to 
have the 
prohibition 
laws in- 
\ alidated 
but 
merely applied, as 
a means of confiscation of prop­ 
erty.

Immense Rock Salt 
Deposit Unearthed 
in West Oklahoma 


(By the Associated Press) 
OKLAHOMA CITY. June 25.— A 
vast deposit of rock salt, believed 
to be one of the largest in the 
world, has been discovered in west­ 
ern Oklahoma, according to a bul­ 
letin of the federal trade informa­ 
tion service just received here. The 
deposit is said to extend frt>m the 
Kansas line 
into Texas, 
a 
large 
part of the bed being in Oklahoma. 
The bulletin says the salt covers 
an area of approximately 100,000 
square miles and is only half a 
mile below the surface 
of 
the 
ground. The strip varies from 50 to 
150 miles in width. The thickness 
of the bed is not known, but one 
hole 
showed 
a 
deposit 
700 
feet 
thick while many others have re­ 
vealed 300 feet in the strata. 
The 
total 
deposit, the 
bulletin 
says, 
is 
estimated 
at 
30,000,000 
tons enough to supply the United 
States for untold centuries.

Low Cotton Price 
Not Worry to This 
Farmer, He Says 


There is one farmer In the coun­ 
ty w ho is not greatly worried by the 
low price of cotton, according to 
facts concerning his farm work jus! 
submitted by the county agent. The 
farmer is E. C. Jeter who lives IG 
miles south of the city. 
In January of last year Mr. Jeter 
bought two heifers, paying $50 for 
the two. Today he has 52 head oi 
cattle on his farm, 22 of which are 
giving milk. He has added to his 
herd as fast as he could, feeding 
them with food stuffs raised last 
year. Mr. Jeter has been support­ 
ing his family of eight since last 
April on the cream products from 
the 22-milk cows. 
Each week he ships out on an 
average of 20 gallons of cream di­ 
rect to the produce man for which 
he receives cash. Thus he is able 
to cash a nice check every trip he 
makes to town always 
has 
an 
ample supply of money. He has not 
borrowed*a cent since he began the 
cream business, but instead he has 
made his living and been able to 
make a crop also. 
He has several hogs wihch he is 
fattening on “skimmed milk” . Chick 
ens are alfo plentiful on his farm 
and other food resources seen on 
progressive farms have Bfcen install­ 
ed. He uses modern machinery in his 
work. This is one example of where 
a farmer is making good under de­ 
pressing 
conditions, 
the

agent stated today.
